Irving Stein has used the rays in more 
than 800 cases, said last night that the 
experiments, carried over a period of 
five years, had been uniformly success- 
ful. He estimated that exact knowl- 
edge had cut down the danger, of child- 
birth in these cases by 80 pér cent.

‘EUROPE AND DISARMAMENT. 


We in America cannot think, as the Europeans 

do, of war as @ normal, not to say inevitable, resort 
of statecraft and, in fact, we persistently under 
estimate its probability. But the Belgian minister 
of foreign affairs thinks that while the German 
republic might be credited with the civilian’s re 
luctance to make war, the German military ma 
chine is still independent and the leaders of the 
republic mén of the old régime. Also, Fascist Italy 
is rather belligerent imdits temper and the strain 
put upon French-Italian relations recently has 
been go serious as to bring about a serious con- 
centration of troops on both sides of the Franco 
Italian frontier. Marshal Foch told a commission 
of defense that while Germany is now virtually 
disarmed in the sense of the Versailles treaty, 
“despite what we like to think, the future of 70,- 
000,000 people constituted as the German people 
are is in nobody's hands but our own.” 

In other words, both the government of France 
and of Belgium, while not especially concerned for 
the present, fear that in due time Germany will 
embark upon afiother war against them. They 
therefore demand that prepafation shall be made 
and maintained against that eventuality. 

The German situation undoubtedly is mixed. 
On the one hand there is the civilian and business 
population that has no stomach for further mit 
tary enterprise, and this, we believe, includes a 
good part of the civilian soldiery rank and file. 
Germany is making immense strides in economic 
_Testoration and its industrial and commercial 
strategints cannot be suspécted of a willingness 
te plunge its rising economic fabric into the chaos 
of a general war. The present generation of 
Germans, we cannot doubt, have not come through 
the agony of warfare and revolution with any 
appetite for military glory or adventure. 

On the other hand, the surviving members of 
the olf military and aristocratic régime, who have 
mo republican predilections and who find that their 
petvilegea are curtailed in the republic, have not 
lost their previous conceptions and are bent upon 
restering the régime tn which they flourished. In 
tiie class are to be found many of the educa- 
tional leaders, since the German universities were 
imetitations of the empire, and it is asserted that 
@ new generation of Germans, which has not suf- 
fered the harsh experiences of war and its ghastly 
aftermath, are being infused with the ancient 
eptrit of German military power and inspired by 
the examples of German might. 

In other words, a deep contest is going on for 
the soul of new Germany, and her neighbors are 
mot disposed to gamble on its results. They fear 
@ restoration of-the old monarchy in tts shining 
armor, and centuries of European history warn 
them to heed their fears rather than their h< pes. 

This, to us, seems a counse) of despair. It has 
fer us an ironic dearing upon the lofty claims of 
the league of nations. But when we examine the 
foreground we must realize that European nations 
have mo inclination to turn their swords ‘nto 
pruming hocks or to protect their breasts with 
the parchment of treaties.
